wondering again wh*t had become ot 
"dad," a woman In immaculate sum- 
mer clothing entered tbe room and, 
seeing -him, ran toward him crying 
"Bobby." 


The boy took hia handkerchief out 


of his mouth and askoil her la Portu- 
guese If she were his mother. 
Then 


seeing stoe could not understand him 
In the only tongue he knew well, he 
asked her again, painfully and Imper- 
fectly, In his broken English, if she 
were his mother. 


This was the home-coming of Rob- 


ert Swan, the little son ot Joseph 
Swan, a former real estate man who 
stole the boy from the mother's home 
two years ago after the divorce co-.irt 
of Suffolk county had awarded Hit 
1 


custody of the child to 1U mother. 


An hour before the mother, Mrs. 


Adra Swan, who lives In Drookllne, 
came to tho detention room, Swan, hi 
charge of Inspector Hooncy, had com? 
to police headquarters from the South 
station, having been

from New York. 


Swan was 
once 
reputed

wealthy, hut he wore the ordinary 
brogans used by laboring men about 
their work, his clothing was shabby 
and hn appeared dazed and In broken 
health. 
Going up the steps of the 


headquarters building he carried hi: 
boy In his arms and told him he hui 
to K<> away for n short time. 


The moment the child realized he 


wr.s to be torn from the father who 
had been his insoparablo chum for 
over two years of fleeing from the po- 
lice. Including a chase across two 
continent* to Rio Janeiro, he began 
to sob. 
According to the police the 


boy has had his own way with the 
father, whose lovo for him Is almost a 
passion, and does not want to return 
to his mother. Team rolled down his 
cheeks and finally tiu-y welled into the 
eyes of the father. 
Folding the boy 


convulsively to his henrt he said:
